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Improve Connemara Road 

The widening and rebuilding of the road from the 
Little Bow River straight west of Vulcan to its inter¬ 
section with No. 2 Highway at Connemara will be wel¬ 
comed by Vulcan motorists who prefer to use this 
route to Calgary in preference to the gravelled No. 23 
Highway. 

An M.D. of Willow Creek road crew is now at 
work widening the road and eliminating some of the 
many dips. 

When 23 Highway is finally hard-surfaced, traffic 
on the Connemara road will be reduced considerably, 
but it will still be heavily travelled for the next two 
years at least. 


Sloughs Dry Up 


Very noticeable this year is the drying-up of many 
of the smaller sloughs throughout the district and the 
reduction in area of the larger sloughs and small lakes. 

On the whole, this has been welcomed by farmers 
and many slough-bottoms have felt the ploughblade 
this summer for the first time in many years. 

It points up, though, the reduced rainfall this past 
spring and summer and places 1957 in the category of 
a comparatively dry year. But this has had a good 
effect, too, in that the protein content of this year’s 
wheat crop is much higher than it has been during the 
past few “wet’ 1 years. 

Watch For School Buses 

The practice of some motorists in risking ac¬ 
cidents by failing to stop when school buses are dis¬ 
charging passengers is causing alarm and complaints, 
according to Paul Lawrence, Safety Director for the 
Alberta Safety Council. 

Police attention is being drawn to these com¬ 
plaints, as the Motor Vehicles and Traffic Act has cer-- 1 
tain provisions for the protection of school children 
using buses. 

One section of the act says'that “When a con¬ 
veyance which bears either the sign “School Bus” or 
“School Van” has stopped to receive or discharge pas¬ 
sengers, no driver of a vehicle shall overtake and pass 
such conveyance until all passengers who are about 
to enter „or leave the same are safely clar of the path 
of the vehicle.” 

Another section of the act says “When a convey¬ 
ance which bears the sign “School Bus” or “School 
Van” has stopped to receive or discharge passengers, 
no driver of a vehicle approaching from an opposite 
direction shall pass such conveyance at a rate of speed 
greater than 25 miles per hour. 

There are fairly stiff penalties for those who 
violate these provisions of the act. On conviction for 
the first offence, the fine may be $50 and costs. There 
may be ? fine of $100 and costs for the second offence 
and $200 and costs for the third or subsequent of¬ 
fences. 

The standard practice in discharging children who 
must cross the road is to have them pass in front of 
the bus. They usually do so with great caution this 
does not re li e v e the motor i st coming up behind the 
bus from making a full stop until he is sure all the 
children are in the clear. 

As all school buses are painted in the distinctive 
‘school bus yellow’ and have black letters five inches 
high spelling out “School Bus” or “SchoolVan,” it is 
felt that motor car drivers should have no difficulty in 
identifying the vehicles carrying school children. 

Nevertheless, school administrators and parents are 
greatly alarmed over the failure of many motorists to 
stop when a school bus is taking on or discharging 
passengers. 

To some extent this may be a matter of enforce* 
ment. Safety Council officials feel that citizens and the 
school bus drivers should do their utmost to co-operate 
with the police and take the license number of motor 
cars which violate the act, if such can be obtained. 
Parents also urge their children to support the efforts 
of the school boards and bus drivers by observing pro¬ 
per conduct at all times on the bus or van. 

The value of having school patrols on the buses 
also is being recognized to a wider extent. Some Al¬ 
berta schopl divisions are giving more attention to this 
phase of protection and it is expected that the system 
will be expanded this year. These patrols have no 
authority to* enforce traffic laws on the highway but 
they can serve a useful purpose in assisting the bus 
driver during the loading or unloading of passengers 
and maintaining supervision of the pupils just as 
school patrols do^in the cities. 

In some states of the U.S. school buses operated 
standard revolving or‘flashing red lights, similar to 
the lights on top of police'cars. These lights flash when 
the vehicle has stopped thus helping to alert other 
drivers to use great caution. 

If it were thought adviseable to adopt such 
measurers in Alberta an amendment to the present 
legislation might be necessary.

LOVE . . . THE GREATEST GIFT 

I've never met Leon Ackerman, 
910 Seventeenth Street, N.W., 
Washington 6, D.C., but I intend 
to write him a letter one of these 
days to thank him. I’ll tell you 
why. 

Yesterday I was thumbing' 
through a big Financial paper try¬ 
ing to keep posted on the world of 
business. My thoughts, I assure 
you, were 100% materialistic. Then, 
staring up from the paper at me 
was a full-page advertisement, 
which must have cost Mr. Acker¬ 
man a pretty penny. Here’s what 
the advertisement said: 

"Love. . . the greatest gift. He 
who understands love understands 
God and God is Love. 

“Ye have heard that it hath been 
said. Thou shalt. love thy neigh¬ 
bour, an<i hale thine enemy.

“If a man say, I love God, and 
hateth his brother, he is a UAi; 
for he that loveth not his brother 
whom he hath seen, how can he 
love God whom he hath not seen? 

“And this commandment have 
we from Him, That he who loveth 
God loves his brother also. 

“Perfect Love rasteth out Fear.” 

And the advertisement then end¬ 
ed with a layman’s prayer: 

“Father may wo be ever mind¬ 
ful that it is in loving our fellow 
men that we truly love Thee.” 

As I say, I don’t know Mr. 
Ackerman and haven’t the slightest 
notion what his purpose might 
have been in spending all that 
money to quote Scripture in a 
financial paper. Whatever his pur¬ 
pose, he succeeded in shifting the 
thoughts of one reader from 
materialistic matters to spiritual 
ones. 

Not that I am ashamed of 
materialistic thonghts. Christ was 
extremely practical and did not 
hesitate to put His mind to 
materialistic matters. Charity re¬ 
quires that someone pay a great 
deal of attention to producing the 
wherewithal upon which charity 
often depends. I’ve no liking for 
the dreamy do-gooders who preach 
charity but fail to buckle down and 
do the work that has to be done 
before there’s anything around to 
give. And I detest the socialist who 
wants to share the fruits of every¬ 
body else's labor, but gets quite 
cagey when it is suggested that 
he share what he possesses.

Should Grass Be 
Planted Among 
Windbreak Trees 

Native trees in the prairie re¬ 
gion of Western Canada usually 
grow in “tight” clumps where un¬ 
dergrowth is kparse and contains 
little or no grass. Experience has 
also shown that if grass becomes 
established among windbreak trees 
their growth is usually and quickly 
adversely affected. Every effort 
should, therefore, be made to pre¬ 
vent grass gaining a foothold 
among those trees, states John 
Walker, Canada Department of 
Agriculture, Forest Nursery Sta¬ 
tion, Indian Head, Sask. 

Planters are also advised against 
sowing grass near or among their 
windbreak trees, otherwise valu* 
able, and often scarce, moisture, 
required for best growth of trees, 
will be intercepted and utilized 
by the grass roots before it reaches 
the tree roots. This also means 
that trees are deprived of nutri¬ 
ents which must first be dissolved 
in water before being absorbed by 
tiieir roots. 

Many planters, no doubt, consid¬ 
er planting grass as a means of 
preventing undesirable growth of 
weeds, of eliminating cultivation, 
or, perhaps, of obtaining a uniform 
soil cover. 

The ideal pattern of maintenance 
and care of windbreak trees is to 
establish a natural forest floor 
among the trees completely shad¬ 
ed by overhanging branches, and 
to provide needed moisture and 
plant food by keeping cultivated 
strips beyond and alongside the 
area covered by overhanging 
branches. A windbreak containing 
a few closelv-planted trees and 
rows is visualized here. 

Where the windbreak consists of 
widely-spaced, more or less indivi¬ 
dual rows of trees, the trees can be 
kept in vigorous growth, only by 
maintaining cultivated strips on 
each side of every row. Where 
low-eost facilities for irrigating the 
trees are available, the effect of 
grass will be less severe. 

If there is serious erosion among 
trees on account of steep surface 
grade a grass cover may be neces¬ 
sary. Under such circumstances 
Ihe importance of tree growth Im*- 
comes secondary.

HABEAS CORPUS A 
SAFEGUARD 

In many kinds of legal action a 
writ of Habeas Corpus is men¬ 
tioned. The Habeas Corpus Act 
was passed in the reign of Charles 
II to safeguard a citizen from 
wrongful detension, or indefinite 
imprisonment at the behest of a 
i uler. In brief, it provides that a 
prisoner has the right to be told 
before a ju^^' exact ly why he has 
been arrested. If the reason for 
the arrest is valid, the judge must 
name a date for the trial; if not,' 
the judge must free the prisoner. 
Before this Act, it was common 
practise for a monarch to order 
the arrest of anyone who was 
guilty of no greater crime than 
displeasing hint.

NOTICE 


PUBLIC NOTICE is hereby given that the following 
Proposed By-Law of the Town of Vulcan will be passed 
by the Town Council if existing conditions in regards 
to out-buildings are not remedied immediately. 


PROPOSED BY-LAW 

Town of Vulcan 

- A By-Law providing for the control of outbuildings. 

Under the powers conferred upon it by Section 318 <c> of 
the Town and Village Act, the Council of the Town of Vulcan 
enacts as follows: 

(1) In this By-Law unless the context otherwise requires: ' 

(a) Privy means an outdoor toilet or privy vault, or 

cesspool or outhouse or any outdoor device for the collec¬ 
tion of human waste and sewage. - 

(b) Plumbing unit means the main building situated 
on a parcel of land in the Town of Vulcan which has ac¬ 
cess to a municipal sewage drainage connection. 

(2) No person shall construct or erect a privy within the 
Town of Vulcan. 

(3) No person possessed of a plumbing unit shall permit the 
use of a privy as a privy. 

(4) The Secretary-Treasurer of the Town of Vulcan may 
send a registered letter, addressed to the last shown address of 
a property owner upon whose lands is situate a privy, requiring 
the said owner to remove the said privy within twenty' (20) 
days of the date of the said letter, and a copy of this By-Law 
shall be enclosed in the letter. • 

(5) Every person to whom a notice has been sent pursuant 
to Section (4) of this By-Law shall comply with the said notice; 

(6) No person,shall throw or deposit sewage, waste water 
or human waste on land situate in the Town of Vulcan. 

(7) Upon conviction of a person of an offence against this 
By-Law, the offender shall be liable to a fifth not exceeding 
Fifty ($50.00) Dollars and costs, and in default of immediate 
payment to imprisonment for a term not exceeding Thirty (30) 

days. * *

PRINTED SURVEYS HELP 
TOWNS SELL SELVES 

New industrial surveys of towns 
and villages throughout Alberta 
are being undertaken by the in¬ 
dustrial development branch of 
the department of economic af¬ 
fairs. The surveys are designed to 
present in concise and attractive 
manner the physical and social as¬ 
sets of Alberta communities. Such 
information is valuable to com¬ 
mercial concerns seeking new loca¬ 
tions in the province.
